T he lad had left his home' b ut a 
few hours b efore and like other b oys 
had gone to take a swim. W hether or 
not he was attacked with c ra m ps or 
ventu red b eyond his depth can only 
b e conjectured. T he b ody was found 
b y some of his pla ym ate s shortly aft er 
three o’clock. Two doctors were r u s h­ 
ed to the scene a nd the police fr om 
H a r r i m a n 
were sum m one d 
b u t li;te 
was extinct. A lb e rt was dressed in his 
b athin g clothes. 


A r t hu r Aungst, chief of the H a r r i ­ 
m an police, today requested that, in 
cases 
of 
discovering 
persons 
over­ 
b oard, or other accide nt cases, those 
m a k i n g 
the 
discovery 
com m unic ate 
at once with the police or fire b ureau 
of the Townsite. “ We hav e equipment 
here for recovering b odies from the 
w ate r and we should b e the first to 
receive the report, or else word should 
b e sent to the hospital,” he said.

ed. Life was prob ab ly extinct wheit
